Tlie aeoond meeting of the AIcGll'i 
Physical Society was held in the Mac- 
(lonald Phyalca Building, the presi- 
dent, Dr. Barnes. In the chair. The 
minutes of the last meeting were 
read and adopted. Dr. Barnes then 
called on Prof. Batho to speak on the 
"Partition of lioad in Riveted Joints." 

The distribution of stress in engin- 
eering structures must be derived from 
measurement of strain by the exten' 
someter, of which ther* afe three prin- 
cipal types: (1) Ewing. They are! 
complicated, cumbersome and suited 
only to measurementis i^j^ simple ten-' 
sion Qr compression piece's, (t) Strain 
gauges— Howard and Berry — . whic)} 
uro essentially micrometer, readings, 
and not very accurate. They are use- 
ful for exploring strains in' actual 
structures In the field. ' (8) l^cgfv- 
teh's extensometer. A 'nimpllf j^d Ifqrm 
is used -in the McGil! labomtcirye'' 'It 
Is small, accurate arid capable of u«e 
in any position on a structure, ïind^is 
also suitable for any laboratory in- 
vestigations of , the\ 'Strain distribu- 
tion in structural de^ls or models of 
complete structures. 
. Illveted Joints occur in many types 
of construction such as bridges, stef) 
frame buildings, ships, boilers, etc. 
Many Investigations have been made 
mainly on frlctlohal resistance to slip 
and the breaking strength of joints. 
The usual method, of design is to. M»' 
sumc the load is divided «qually 
among the Hvets. The simple cbhaid- 
eration of the plates and cover plates 
In a Joint having three rivets shows 
this to be incorrect. It the rivets are 
quite flexible the load is equ«»liy dl; 
vide among them, if rigid the first 
and last rivets In the line get the 
whole load. t 

The actual partition for any type of 
Joint has been worked out by Dr. 
Batho. 

It Is shown that a riveted Joint may 
be considered as a Htallcally indeter 
mlnate structure, and that a series of 
equations may be obtained for any 
joint by means of the Principle of 
Least Work, giving the loads carried 
by each of the rivets In terms of a 
quantity K, which depends upon the 
manner in which work Is stored ''in, or 
by the action of, thb rivets. 

This theory Is -applied to various 
types of joints, and the modifying ef- 
fects of non-uniform distribution of 
stress In the plates, unequal partition 
of the load between the two cover 
plates, nnd a" difference in the modu- 
lus of elasticity, of the middle plate 
and the cover plates are also consid- 
ered.

I am very pleased to bo able to say 
that I recommended your son for a 
p.S.O., on account of his, to my mind, 
very distinguished service. 

On many occasions he has 'been of 
the greatest assistance to me, as my 
second, officer, his work waattjnwlu- 
able; not only to myself, îra'^iâ^oûr 
Brigade and Division as well. 
. He won his 'decoration by a splen- 
did piece of reconnaissance before, we 
attacked at Lens on Augfust '16th, 
which required not only a high order 
of intelligence, but great bravery. His 
work at that time was marvellous, and 
It was owing to the Information he 
gave us that the Battalion was able to 
get to our jumping off position with 
very few casualties. 

Later on the same l;day|£'|he was 
wouflded while in an MRn£nced posi- 
tion.

The 
shooting of the McGjiH ' team 'was ra- 
ther better than ihat of 'the' M. S. C, 
bpt .lA-thls .respect.' they experienced 
rather hard luck, .many shots hitting 
ihe bar. and others hitting the M.S. C.

i ' Enthusiasm is something that is often uli^suudc^sloo(.l at col- 
lege.' As a rule, in spite of the fact that the undergraduate publi- 
cations arc constantly censuring the apathy that is in evidence 
around them, the student will be found 'to regard any enthusiast with 
a cold, cynical eye. The man who in the heat- of enthusiasm starts 
some form of activity at a University usually discovers that Avhile 
there was no violent enemies to his plan, there are any number of 
men who are ready to discourage the innovation. 

In our modern commercial age, too, people are all too quick to 
ascribe ulterior motives to the man who shows eagerness in behalf 
of a particular measure, or who tries to stir up his comrades to ef- 
fect ,some reform. At college, us iu the outside world, the cynical 
spirit is to be found everywhere. All kinds <of fantastic reasons are 
given for so-and-so's activity in forming such-and-such a club, hut 
the right one, the fact that the man has really some desire to better 
his surroundings, is seldom mentioned. 

But after all, it is to the man of enthusiasm that we look to see 
things accomplished. The sceptical onlooker may be able to point 
to the slips made by his fellow-student, but unable to sympathize 
withfthe other's eagerness -?ie cannot help feelilig that there is some- 
1 hing in life that he is missing. The man who has never felt the 
glow of satisfaction at work well-done, or at least well-begun, through 
his effort, may be successful in life, but he who experienced this 
sensation has no reason to envy him. 

Far too much of our time and effort is expended ta the mor- 
bid, half-interested part which we so often plan iu connection with 
the things with which we choose to consider' ourselves 'associated. 
Such an attitude of passivity and unconcern is by no means conducive 
1o the progressiveness of the object towards which our would-be ef- 
forts are directed. On the other hand, we entirely miss the recom- 
pense which is the accompianiment of wholehearted and enthusiastic 
endeavour,— the satisfaction which is the result of duty well done. 

Much of the sluggishness characteristic, to a regrettable extent, 
of various of our College activities is directly traceable to apathy 
or lack of enthusiastic support from those who are nominally their 
ardent promoters.

The six people implicated were call- 
ed to attend a meeting held at the 
city' hall in Urbana, at which time 
Mr.. Kerrick, of the Department of 
JUBtlm. endeavored to interview tbem. 
' Some^ however, declined the interview 
. and would say nothing. In order that 
thé exact situation of the affair might 
be made known to University authori-' 
ties, one of the trustee members, Mrs. 
Mary E. Busey, of Urbana, was ask- 
ed to attend, which she did. When 
'Asked for her opinion concerning the 
, situation, Mrs. Busey cald: 
I I "I refuse to be intervlerwed on the 
subject at the present time. I^ater, 
however, I intend to make a complete 
I statement of my; opinion. At the pres- 



ent time, when the country needs ov- 
ei-y bit of assistance available. I deem 
it absolutely necessary to withhold 
opinions on conditions such as the one 
facing us at the University. 

The acUon which will be taken by 
the Universiiy officials is not known 
at tiie present time. It is supposed 
that further investigaUons will bo 
made which may result in the dismis- 
sal of the Implicated Instructors.

U. S. COLLEGE RE0IMB8 SUFFER. 



It is interesting to note that the 
effects of the war on the club and 
fraternity systems of our various col- 
leges has depended largely on their 
location and on the type of system 
which has been developed. The east- 
ern colleges do not seem to have been 
hit as hard by existing condition! as 
do those of the Middle West, the ex- 
ception being Cornell, where there are 
perhaps more Orfsk letter societies 
than at any of thé other eastern Uni- 
versities, and where over half of the 
houses ihave closed because of the 
unusual conditions. 

At Harvard and 'Tale- all the houses 
are greatly depleted,- but no ^itatistlcs 
have been as yet complied, so that the 
accurate state of affairs la not known; 
it is thought, however, that practical- 
ly all of the houses will open, but with 
greatly depleted memberships. Rut- 
ge^rs and Wesle>-an8 httve opened all 
their buildings, and thanks to success- 
ful rushing seasons, Mcpap^t , t6r keep 
them going air year. Weslajrati.' lias. 
à larger Freshman Class than was 
last year's, and has therefore been 
able to solve Its difficulties, which 
were at one time thought to be In- 
surmountable. 

! The effect of the war on Princeton 
iihd Columbia has been typical' of 
that on the majority of the eastern 
Universities. In each of these plices 
tome of the clubs, or frats, as the case 
may be, have doubled up with others 
for eating, and several of the build- 
ing» In each place are closed at pres- 
ent. In Columbia there Is some 
thought of moving a few of the 
fraternities from their old quarters to 
smaHer ones._ which will be more In 
keeping with the site of their mem- 
berships, and also with that of their 
treasuries. 

The University of Pennsylvania has 
pursued a unique plan In their en- 
deavour to keep the fraternity build- 
ings from ctofUng their doors. Un- 
der normal, conditions there are about 
40 men enrolled In each chapter house, 
aiid, this year the number was reduced 
to anywhere froWi 10 to 25. There- 
fore all of the returning mep were 
given rooms in the houses instead of 
liavlnir them In the dormitories or 
boarding houses of the neighborhooJ. 
The rushing period has been moved 
up to the first two weeks in Novem- 
ber Instead of the beginning of the 
second temi, as has heretofore been 
the case. It is hoped that this will 
bring Uie chapters back to nearly 
their normal strength, and that by 
Thanksgiving recess the system wilt 
be In normal working order once 
more. 

-The western colleges have suffered 
more than the eastern ones, the case 
of Michigan being typical of these. 
M this University more than half the 
chapter "houses have closed their doors 
for the year, and It Is expected that 
many more will have to.^follow suit

It Is an accepted truism that a know- 
ledge of L,atln and Greek confers a 
mastery over the English tongue. It 
Is known that only by acquiring a 
thorough knowledge of LAtin and 
Greek does it become possible to 
apeak and write English correctly and 
forcibly. We know that this is !>o, 
becaifse'it la well drummed Into our 
heads at johool, and because It Is the 
<diiec reason, or one of the chief rea- 
sons, that Is al'ways alleged in sup- 
port of the othorwlse unaccountabie 
practice of malting a knowledg* of 
Latin and Oreek the chief- objects ut 
education, and practicajly the sole ob- 
jects of education, on the classical side 
of our public schools. It is true that 
In practice we do not find that clas- 
sical students exhibit any eminent mais- 
tery of the English tongue. It is true 
the English of a classical scholar may 
usually be recognised by Us nebulos- 
ity, by its tAtin idioms, by its mis- 
placed relatives, and by its general 
inferiority to the English of those who 
have not had the enormous advantage 
of a clautcal education. It is true 
that the English of the public school 
and classical University man is usu- 
ally as vile as his handwriting Is il- 
legible and unformed; but classical 
education Is an affair, not of facts, 
but of words. The public school and 
University man is not expected to 
know the difference between a fact 
and an assertion, and he does not 
know It. Consequently the facts that 
a classically educated man rarely 
writes good English' and, other things 
equal, usually writes worse English 
than the man who- has not had a clas- 
sical education, go for nothing at all. 
The assertion that a classical educa^ 
tlon confers ability to speak and 
write good English" Is made by every 
schoolmaster, Is repeated by- everyone 
who has had the misfortune to un- 
dergo a classical education, and as 
the assertion is made, it is taken for 
a fact, and no doubt these classically 
educated gentlemen will be astound- 
ed to hear that there Is a difference 
between an assertion and a fact. 

A very fine specimen of the English 
of the classical scholar has recently 
came into my hands, and I feel that 
it is worthy of wider publication than 
its author modestly gave to It. It il- 
lustrates so well the vast superiority 
In the mastery of the English tongue 
that Is conferred by a claslscal edu- 
cation.: that it would be a shame to 
conceal It and prevent It from attain- 
ing' the admljvtlon that Is Itt due. It 
Is more Important since it is the ut- 
terance of one of those fine flowers 
of classical scholarship, the headmas- 
ter of a great public school.' If these 
things are done in the green tree, what 
will be done In the dry? If this Is the 
English of the headmaster, what Is 
the English of the assistant masters 
likely to be?, " 

And above all, what will be the Eng- 
lish of the scholars? The hero of this 
exploit is M.A. of Oxford, and Scholar 
of a celebrated Oxford College, at 
which Latin and Greek 'are cultivat- 
ed "intensively," to use the latest 
slang, and this Is a specimen of the 
mastery of-. English that this Inten- 
sive study of lAtm and Greek pas 
conferred upon him: — 

X College, 
Easter. 1917. 

"The holidays end on Wednesday, 
May JSnd, 1»17. 

"Boarders must report themselves 
to their House Masters as soon as thvy 
arrive In X. fHow the, Boarders are 
to know when their House Masters 
arrive in X we are not told. Presum- 
ably the Boarders are to wait at the 
Btj^tion until the. House - Masters' ar- 
rive; but how It the House' Masters 
arrive In X by motor car?) and none 
may return, except by special 'leave 
obtained from' their House Masters by 
any train \that Is due at X later than 
t o'tlock,"; 

If this had been wrillen by a com- 
mon, vulgar Board School person who 
knew no Latin or .Greek, we should 
have sworn that it contained a false 
concord, and that the plural demon- 
strative pronoun "their" referred to 
the singular numerical "none"; but 
this was written by a classlc.il schol- 
ar, a Master of Arts of thé University 
of Oxford, Scholar of TCZ College, ,i 
man whose knowledge of Latin and 
Oreek has conferred upon him that 
mastery of the English tongue whloh 
a classical education always does con- 
fer, and which can be attained in no 
other way. That such a master of 
English dhould ever p'.'rpelrate on ob- 
vious and elementarj' false concord in 
composing official Instructions for 
the boys of Ihe college of which hn 's 
headmaster l.s such a wild improb- 
ability that it must be dismissed from 
conjecture, and we must finJ -some 
other meaning in this remarkable re- 
guletion, which is eo Important that in 
the original before me it is underlined. 
According to the ordinary rules for 
the composition of English, the pro- 
noun "their" should refer to the next 
preceding plural noun, and the next 
preceding plural noun is House Mas- 
ters, so .thar xvc must "conclusively 
presume," as lawyers ^say, ^thal none 
may iMturn except by special leave 
obtained from the House Masters of 
the House .Masters. It would appear, 
therefore, that in this public school 
the Houae Masters are arranged In a 
hierarchy, lihe the big fleas and the 
little fleas in Swift's Epigram, P'-r 
'haps that is why it rises above. 
common designation of a school, artd 
is called a College. < 

VBoys are subject to all Coilegis 
rules from the moment of their arri- 
val in X.", Quite right, but when do 
the rules arrive ' In X? When they 
Issue from the pen of the headmaster, 
whose classical education has confer- 
red upon him a-headmastery of Eng- 
lish? or at what other time? And how 
are the hoys to know at what mo- 
ment the rules arrive? A little e.x- 
planation here would have been klnj 
to the boys, but it is probably b3- 
jneath the disnily of a headmaster to 
I be kind to the boys.. • , 

".Ml boys (whether prèvlousiy at 
the College or not), are to be In School 
at 8.80 a.m. on Thursday. May Srd." 
There are two nice distinctions here 
that no doubt the boys are taught, in 
their studies of English, to appreci- 
ate, but that are puzzling to an out- 
sider. "All boys are to be in the 
School at 8.30," that Is plain enough, 
but are all boys subject to all CoUeEe 
rules from the moment these rulf:s 
arrive in X." We are not told so. We 
are told that "boys" are subject to 
these rules — that is to say, boys as dis- 
tinguished from girls, men and .wo- 
men. Presumably, therefore, the iol- 
lege receives girls' as well as boys, 
and It Is to the boys alone that the 
regulation applies.

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conform to them? Boys, the rules ar- 
rive in X; but are all boys to conform 
to them? Boys, as any Master of 
Arts of the University of Oxford must 
know, since it is ^a- well-known logi- 
cal rule, and Oxford ia the bome of 
lo^c — boys may mean alt bojt^ or 
some boys, and whic^ the term means 
in this context Is not exjriained. How- 
ever, all boys (whether previously at 
the College or not) are to be in t'le 
School at 8.30 a.ra. on Thuraday, and 
this introduces us to a nice distinc- 
tion between the College and School, 
a distinction familiar, no doubt, to 
boys, but whethpr to all boys or to 
gome boys we are left to conjectu.'e. 

"Boys who are not prevented by 
illness, or some other equally urgent 
cause, must retuirn punctually to the 
.lay, .and will be held peisonally re- 
sponsible for their punctual return." 
Again we notice the implied privilege 
given to girls, another injustice to 
the male sex. Oirls, it would appear, 
may return on any day they please, 
but boys must return punctually to 
the day — a very proper regulation, no 
doubt, but which day? Two days 
have already been mentioned, and a 
third is mentioned in the next regula- 
tion but one. 

"Where one of two brotliers is tor 
any reason detained at home"— Where? 
why, obviously, at home. Surely the 
boys that attend X College are not 
Bo stupid as not to know they are at 
home when they are at home, but no 
doubt the headmaster knows best—" 
The other must not be kept back, ex- 
cept wh»rp one of the, two is too 
young to travel alone, in which case 
tlve Head Master should be~ communi- 
cated with, and permission asked." 
This Is clear enough. The only place 
In which the other may be kept back 
is the place In which one of the two 
Is too young to travel alone. What 
curious boys the boys that attend X 
Cnlleice must he! In some place or 
places a boy may be too young to 
travel alono, and in another place cr 
other places, he may not. 

No doubt the headmaster is ftc 
qualnted with the peculiarities ot his 
boys, and It Is benevolent of him t' 
take them Into account and allow for 
them. "For all boys, who return late 
un the ground of health, a certificate, 
signed by "a Doctor, will be requi- 
site." To a cerUln extent this cleai-s 
up pur uncertainty. It appears -that 
the ground of health Is the place at 
which on% of the' two Is too young to 
travel alone, and jet It is hard to 
say. The ground of health may he 
the reason why boys return lite, 
that it seems they m.\y return late 
cither on the ground of liealth or on 
the ground of illness. In .my case. It 
does not appear that the boys who 
ret-jrn late on the ground of Illness 
require a certificate signed by a Doc- 
tor, but only those who return la,te on 
the ground of health. What blushing 
effrontery the young rascals must ex- 
hibit. 

The Principal hopes that no ap- 
plication for extension of holiday may 
be made to him of V6' any House Mas- 
ter which is' not covered by this nc '.- 
ice," We have heard much of tho 
hauteur and arrogance with which tho 
iheadmastera of public schools treat 
their assistant masters, but wn have 
never before known a headma.ster to 
depersonalize hla asslsUnts and speak 
of them as if they were things, mere 
chattels, as this Principal does, I: 
seems, too, that h^^covers his House 
masters wltbvll.otlçi^Jf tyrannical des- 
pot!, 

"AU NEW BOYS, without excep- 
tion, are required to be in the Colloije 
a day before the old. boys return. 
Boarders must be at their' Houses 
before 6 p,m. on .Tuesday. May 1st." 
This would be clear enous'.i If only 
We knew on what day the old boys 
return. Aa at present advised, it 
seems that It may be Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday or Thursday; and suppose 
some of tho . old boys return on one 
of these days, and Home on another, 
how are all new boys to regulate the 
time of their arrival? It scorns that 
the only suro course would be to ar- 
rive on Mondsy, but this would not 
really be safe, for the holidays end 
on Wednesday, and some of the boys 
need not arrive till Thursday, jyud 
the miserable boys will' be held "por- 
sonally responsible . for their punctual 
return," so that if they return either 
too late or too early, they will be 
punished, t hesitate to attribute any 
such diabolical design to any head- 
master, but it does seem as If thtt 
principal were determined to catch the 
boys one way or the other, and 'ov 
hook or crook make them punlshahie. 

"Day boys must present themselves 
at the College at 9 a.m. on Wednes- 
day. May 2nd, or (see below), on the 
previous evening." Boarders are to be 
In their Houses on Tuesday, and day 
boys must present themselves ■ on 
Wednesday, and all (whether previous- 
ly at Collega or not) must be In scho.ol 
on ifhursday. It seems, therefore, 
that either there is a third unmPii- 
tloncd class of boys, who are neither 
boarders nor day boys, or else 
necessary to w.arn the boys, 
boarders -and day boVs, not to play 
truant on tho very first day thut 
gaudies begin, viz.. Thursday. Surely 
discipline must be lax tf such a uon- 
Ungency Is contemplated. The board- 
ers are to be In their Houses, the day 
boys are to present themselves (but 
lo wiiom? and where?), and all boys, 
whether previously , at the. College or 
not, are to be In rfchool at 8.50 a.m 
on Thursday.. I^et us hope that ti.ore 
are signposts «> direct the now boys 
from the College t. the. School, or 
they may not be; punctual, and then 
Ihey will be held personally respon- 
sible. The situation seems to be a 
curious one. ft all the boys are to 
be in the School, what is the use of 
the College? 

"All new boys, whether previously 
examined or not, will be examined for 
the purpose of determining the Fonr. 
which they will enter, on Wednesday, 
May 2nd, from 9—12. and , from 2-r 
4.15." , 

'For those who do Greek or Ger- 
man, papers will be set on Tuesday 
evening,, from 7 to 8.S0." But what 
Is to become of the unhappy boys who 
'"do" Greek or German, and under- 
stand that they need not be In. School 
(or CîoUegé) till Wednesday or Thurs- 
day? 

These regulations were se^t to me 
by a despairing parent who wished 
lo conform with them, but could not 
understand how they could apply to 
his son. I studied them long and 
carefully, and was unable to advlsa 
him.' It they had been drawn up by 
anyone but an accomplished classical 
scholar. I should have said that tlmy 
showed the grottiest ignorance of the 
construction ot fenglisb, and that the 
man who drew them up ought to go

eted joint are sufficient for the de- 
termination of the mean stress In the 
plates, aqd that the partition of the 
load among the rivets may be deter- 
mined from such measurements. It 
Is also shown that, at any rate after 
the first few loadings, the distribu- 
tion of strain In the plates of a joint 
is not altered by repeated loadings. 

It' therefore appears '.that if there 
is any frictional hold between thn 
glates, it acts only over thosç por- 
tions in the immediate 'neighbwhood 
of the rivets. All tlie experiments 
tend to show that friction does not 
play an Important part, but- ' further 
experiments are necessary on' this 
point. * • 

Experiments made on a number of 
specimens having a single line of riv- 
ets and Idbded in- tension give re- 
sults In close agreement with the theo- 
retical considérations. They also 
show that the longitudinal stresses in 
a portion of the .cover plate between 
two consecutive rivets are a citnimum 
along the Une of rivets, rising to a 
maximum at the edges of the plates. 

The experiments show that the 
value of K for a joint having a given 
ratio of width of cover plate to rivet 
pitch and a given number of rivsls 
varies approximately directly as the 
load,' at all loads within, that causing 
rivets. An empirical rule is given for 
its value In joints similar to the ex- 
perimental specimens, but a more gen- 
eral .nile cannot be given until fur- 
ther experiments have been made. A 
theoretical estimate is made of the 
value of K for a rlVet acting In shear, 
and the result is shown to be within 
the range of the experimental values. 

Both the experimental results and 
the theoretical deductions show that: 

(a) In a double-cuver butt joint hav- 
ing a single line of rivets, the two end 
rivets and the two rivets on each side 
of the Junction of the middle plates 
take by' far the greater part .of rthe 
load .at all loads within, that causing 
permanent deformation 'of the plates 
or rivets, the actual proportion de- 
creasing slowly as the load increases; 

(b) If, in such joints, tlie total area 
of cross-section of the cover plates 
is equal to that of the middle plates, 
these four rivets take equal loads, but 
If It is greater the end rivets take 
greater loads than tlie others, the dif- 
ference Increasing aH the area of the 
cross-section .of thé cover plates In- 
creases; 

(0) It two plates of uniform width 
and, .equal thickness, are connected' by 
ft single line of rivèti|i to opposite sides 
of a gusset plate of uniform' width, 
the. first and .last ' rivets take , the 
greater . part of h.: the load, bat\ if' the 



gusset plate increases in width from 
the first to tbe last rivet, tile par- 
tition at tbm iomA 1» more uniform. 

The resBÈlts already obtained allow 
the general manner of partition ot 
load la any riveted Joint, in which 
there is no eccentricity of connection, 
to be estimated, and it is hoped that, 
when further expriment» have given 
general laws for the value of K, it 
will be possible to predetermine the 
exact load that will be carried by 
each rivet. The practical value of 
this is obvious. 

After a short discussion. Dr. Barnes 
extended to Dr. Batho the thanks of 
the Society. Then the meeting ad- 
journed. . * . . ; ~

Its two 
thousand two hundred patients are 
still accommodated In tents, which 
has been a cause of some hardship In 
past winters. , 

It is proposed' to build a Hut to be 
called the "Mohtreal" Hut Ward, ac- 
commodating abdut sixty patients. The 
amount, required Is $4,000, of which 
$1,Q00 has already been collected. It 
is.deslred to Interest as many as pos- 
sible, so that, the, fund win be repre-r 
sentative, " ^ 

If the "Montreal" Hut can be built 
Immediately, It will be a tremendous 
help for 'bad cases. ,' 

All those who give would feel well 
repaid If they knew the difference In 
comfort It means to poor sufferers, 
during the winter months especially, 
or In bad wind storms at any time.
